18E . Validity of qualifications obtained from 
certain institutions.— Notwithstanding anything 
contained in sub - section ( 4 ) of section 17,where an 
institution offering a course or training in teacher 
education before the specified date , obtains 
recognition by virtue of sub - section ( 4 ) of section 
18B or sub - section ( 4 ) of section 18C , the 
qualification in teacher education obtained 
pursuant to such course or training or after 
undertaking a course or training in such institution , 
shall be deemed to have been validly obtained .

granted affiliation to , and held examination for a
